Taxes in Antioch are going 
to go up as a result of a

"If people pay fabulous 
prices for properly,, that's 
what you have to assess 
them at," he said. 

Holtz said all assessments 
"afe~based on^foe^mfirket 
value of the land and 
buildings on the property. 

"The /public is not 
knowledgeable about tax.es, 
especially real estate 
taxes," he said. 

"WE AREN'T THE bad 
guys. We have nothing to do 
with the tax rate and with 
the multipliers" which the 



state uses to' equalize Lake 
County with, the rest of 
Illinois. 

The tax rate is determined 
by the amount of spending . 
by schools and other units of 
local government in the 
township taxing district. ' /
